London, April 21.— Tho excitement of 
the Anarchists over the arrest nf Mowhrcy, 
and the .seizure of the Commonweal, ia 
ali:u ed by the Socialists and many Badicals, 
and .'ievcral nieotinga have been called to 
protest against the action of the police 
The l!<!rner .Street International Workers 
Club, II .Socialistic organization with ex- 
treme tendencies, hold a meeting and 
passed resolutions denouncing the 
police and tho Homo Ofiico, and 
expressing sympathy with Mowbrcy for the 
brutal treatment that he had suffered in 
being arrested but two hours after his wife's 
death.

So, when 
dusk crept on and bloiuled land and sea into 
one thick haze, she put on, it is said, a lively 
Kait again, and passed through.

Fifteen 
minutes after starting, there was a call from 
the bows, and a llvc-pound can of 'I'ai Yuuo 
opinniwas hold up triumphantly. The searcher 
had taken it out of a paint locker. Five min- 
utes afterwards, coiled up in a bundle of old 
rope, were found another twenty pounds. There 
cou'd bo no mistnUc about llio surmise now. 
Mulkcy was evidently " all right." So the 
I search went gailj- on for some hours without 
more success. Suddenly, Van Bokkelen made 
u discovery. Way down in the forward bunkers 
he lit on a space four, feet long and ono foot 
deep, covered by a trap door. After a lot of 
trouble, this door was lifted, ami there, lying 
snugly packed in half-pound cans, were found 
another ninety pounds. Van was puzzled. 
This was a big capture, but it might bo made 
higgor yet, he thought, if that big pile of coal 
was shitted from tho after bunker.?. It looked 
like a heavy job, but he decided that it ought 
to bo done, if tho search was to bo thorough, 
llo reported his idea to tho collector, 
" Go ahead," said Jlr, Wasson, " Wo 
must got that coal away if it 
takes us all uight."

An Eaily S rlko Threatcnod on the Bpadlner 
Kailvvay System. 

New York, April 21.— The labor situation on 
tho (our great railroads alliod under tho Read- 
ing deal last, night resomblod a smouldering 
volcano. The grievahoos of tho men liavo uo 
far boon conflrod to the meeting rooms of the 
Btothorliood of Loconiotlvo Engineer.^ and to 
the organization of flromon and brakemon, and 
. it is oharxcdlhiits'^opsaro already underway 
^>£ttO "wood out" tho labor organizations. When 
sSVtfiis Is gonorally attotuptod it will speedily 
' bring about a struagle. Since tho Kouling 
strike In Pennsylvania, wUch resulted in I'lo- 
sidoiiL Corbin and Vlcc-Pfraident MoLood up- 
rooting tho labor organ izatlonn, there has been 
little organi/.o ' labor on the Reading road. 

It l9 reported that Mr. MoLeod, who is now 
j>rosldcntof tlio lloadlng. said, since tlie deal, 



that ho would got rid of all labor organizations 
on tho combined roads at any cost. That the 
Beading's president made uso of sncli a re- 
mark is not probable, but his position in ao well 
known that there ia no doubt if thoro Is to bo a 
struggle ho will welcorao It now.

EARLE V. THE CORPOEATIOIT. 

The Chief Jastico fflndA AKalnBt the Oltjr.'iuid 
flBCDs Damages at $1001 - 

The following judgment wr-a delivered by tho 
Chief Justice in tho County Court yostorday 

morning : 

In this casn tho plaintilT aoeks to recover 
damages for the Inssofa faoiso, killed by a dis-' 
charge of electricity from ( wire in tlio defend- 
ant's control. 

Thoro aro three wires CDnvoying currents of 
oleotrlclty in various iiarta of tho city,— tho 
oirouits by whicli tlio lighting is cU'eeted, and 
tho tramway worked, both of these carrying 
nowerfid currents, and what is called the 
(ianiowell lino, carrying in its normal con- 
dition only a weak cui rent, and used merely 
.'or the purpose of giving liru alarms. But it 
was proved that if thia wire got connected with 
either or both o£ Ihu oilier two circuits, it wa- 
capable of delivering a fat:d shock. Tho Game 
well w ire ia wholly within tho control of tho 
defendant Corporation and its ollloora and ser- 
vants, api)ointed spoeially to attend te its ^Tarn- 
Inga and maintain iU olllcioncy. 

There is no doubt whatever, and I lind aa a 
f.icl, that tho horse was killed by a ehuck from 
coming in contact with this Qamewell wire. 
Very clear evidence was given as to this; tho 
wire Itself appeared to have been broken, pre- 
riously to the accident ; and it was proved and 
admitted that if it had fallen across tho tram- 
way wiro, or oven tho guya of the tramway 
wire, it might have drawn from it a current 
adecpiate to oroduco tho accident. Or it might 
have derived auch a current by coming into 
contact with tho electric light wire, or with a 
W'l post, or any other conductor of electricity 
that happened to he in electric connection witli 
either of tho two larger wires. It was proved 
that tho night had been very rainy, with a good 
deal of wind— tho posts, therefore, would bo 
pretty good conductors. It was not proved 
from what sourco tho Gamowell wiro had 
drawn the fatal addition to its own proper 
atrongth. Tho defendant relied on thia obaour- 
ity; and also on tho immunity which Is very 
properly cast around publio bodies who have a 
public duty to nerform, protecting tkem from 
tho consequences of performing tlioso duties; 
a doctrine which ia discussed in Geddis v. 
Hacon, 3 App., Ca., 43S, and in liracknall v. 
tho Mayor of Thotford (4 C. i'. Cn. L It., I3G) 
and which I enforced in the case of I'on er va. 
E-iquimalt & Nanaimo Itailway Co., whore tho 
nlaintiir sued for damage to his crops, set on 
Ure by sparks from the defendant's engines aa 
I hoy were working their lino. V'ilhout doubt, 
whore a public duty Is cast upon anybody by 
statute, that same statute must contoioplato 
that the duty will bo performed, and that any 
inevitable damage arising therefrom to a third 

Earty, ia not actionable. But tho daniugo must 
inevitable ; it must not arise from any 
negligeneo in tho performance of tho duty ; and 
I do not think that any greater efTect can bo 
given to tho deoiaions on thia subject, at tho 
most, than to say that they shift tho onus of 
proof of negligeneo; perhaps they displace the 
ordinary rule, that tho more occurrcnco Is 
prima face proof of negligence. But if tho in- 
jured party can show improper activity, or 
passive omission of proper precautions, then 
tho publio body, though performing a publio 
duty, will be held liable. 

Now hero wo had some very interesting evi- 
dence about the working of tho Gamowell 
wiro, which, it was said, kept watch upon itself; 
requiring no continual inspection and examina- 
tion, because if anything wont wrong— for in- 
stance, if the wiro broke an alarm was instant- 
ly sounded on a gong— and that In fact no con- 
tinued o-.iiiervibion of this wire took place. It 
is admitted, and proved, that this small wiro, 
if broken, swinging about on a wot and windy 
night, might bo charged In various ways with 
a iioworful current, and immediately he an un- 
expected source of groat and unusual danger. 
It was tho duty of tho dcfendauta lo avert 
this. Either the Gamowell system gave an 
alarm, which tho defendants' servants neglect- 
ed, or tho Ganiow-ell system failed to give an 
alarm, in which case the defendants have 
trusted to an insufilcient maohineiy. and ha ve 
ncglcctod to provide and keep up a due supor- 
viaion of their wire. Itisnotht all known, of 
course, when this small wire broke. It 
must have been broken before 0:15 
a. m., when Ihe ac<,ident happened. 
It w-as not attended to until 7.:(0 a.m., and then 
not by anybody (.■onneetcd witli the tiro depart- 
ment, to whom the wire belonged, but by a 
person in thoemiiloy of tlie tramway company, 
lie did then what ought to have been dono ul 
lirst: caused all the circuits which might feed 
the small wire to be cut oil', and so made tho 
small wiro harmless. I bulieve that at that 
hour, 7.;tO a.m., there was only one current, the 
tramway'a. At U.15, when llie horse waa kiMtid 
thoro wire two; for tho lights were Inirning, 
and an early morning car liad just pas.-ed. It 
is (piitc Immaterial to determine from which of 
these currents the small wire was charged; in 
auch neoidonts vaitsa proxinui nnii ttnisa i:i> 
Idiidit fsl . It was tho small wiro that caused 
tho mischief.

BiTKifos Ayres, April 21.— The latest 
news from Matto G rosso, Brazil, is to the 
effect that the Eevolutionista intend to o£fer 
dotennined rosistanco to the Government 
troops. All tlio stcumera on the Purana 
river have been aoized by the insurgents, 
Tho Government troops are expected to nr- 
rivo in Matto Grosso next week, and will at 
once attack the forts occupied by tho iuaur- 
gents. Tho German papers of this city ad- 
vocate the formation of a new liepublic, to 
consist of tho ]5razilian States of Rio 
Grande do 8ul and Santa Cataliua, and to 
bo under Gorman imperial protection. Dr. 
Irigosen, tho Radical leader, is awaiting 
trial. Ho continues to protest bis entire 
innocence of the recent dynamite plot. 

Tliicyarils Injured. 
Paris, April 20. — Tho li'ronch vineyards 
have suffered immense damage from tho 
storms of Easter. The crop was destroyed 
in many pa.rts of Burgundy. It is expected 
that 75 per cent, of the gropes will bo lost in 
tbe district of La Touraine. Cognac district 
.also suffers severely. 

An Kuilre I'lccl Sold. 

New YoiiK, April 21.— Tho purchase has 
been completed by the Hamburg American 
Packet company of tho Tlansa line of nine 
vessels, plying between Hamburg and Mon- 
treal. With one exception, tho vessels of 
tlie Hanaa lino will continue to run on tho 
old route. Tho Pickhutien left Hamburg 
three days ago uu her way to this port. 
After this trip, she will resume her old 
route. Tho vessels of Iho fleet average 
3,000 tons register, and §'2,500,000 is said 
to have been the price paid. In tho winter 
the vessels- will run from Hamburg to 
Boston. 

' Clillcnu Kallway ScandalH. 

Valparaiso, April 21.— The comniiaaiou 
conservator has not arrived at any conclus- 
sion in the railway service scandal. Tlio 
railroad evil is glaring, and the ministry be- 
lieves it will receive the public's support in 
the efTort to reform the service. There is a 
great deal of bitter talk among the cabinet's 
.opponents. 

A 'Sc^y OrlcnnH Jndiro Kllmlne. 

New Oiu.i:a.n.s, April 21. — Judge K. H. 
Marr, ono of the oldest and highest es- 
teemed criminal lawyers of tho State, has 
been missing since yesterday morning, and 
not a trace of him can be found. It is 
, feared he has met with a violent death. 
1 Judge Marr is nearly 70 years of age, slight 
build and weak physically. Four years ago 
he' was obosen as one of two judges of Crim- 
inal courts for this State. The first of tho 
two trials of tho Italians for having assas- 
sinated Chief of Police Hennessy, in Octo- 
ber, 1890, took place before him. Another 
celebrated trial before him was that of 
Edynno Descliamps, who murdered a 12- 
year-old ghl whom ho had debauched, and 
who was finally sentenced to be hanged on 
Friday of this week. Tho authorities aro 
of tho opinion tliat the judge has been kid- 
napped. 

The ICccunl Ilrokcn. 
New Yobk, April 20.— The White Star 
SS. Teutonic) bos esttkbHshed a new ocean 
record. She left New York, Wednesday, 
and arrived at Quccnstown at 12 lust night, 
covering the 2,900 miles in days, 2.3 lioura 
and 29 minutes. The Teutonic's best Kast- 
ern record was made last September, 5 diiy.s, 
21 hours and 22 minutes, hut at that tiino 
the total distance covered was only 2,701 
miles. 

An Auslrlaii Diplomat ll>rnil. 

Vienna, April 20. — -Baron SchafTer, once 
Austrian minister at ^Ya8hington City, is 
dead. Ho was recalled from Washington 
City on account of a dispute between tho 
Austrian legation and the United States, 
and at once retired to private life. 

The victoria <;i!vcriiiiicnt Sustnlucil, 

Mklhouu.nk, April 20. — -The result of the 
election of the Legislative Assembly is 
known in sixty-iivo out of ninety-fivo dis- 
tricts. The figures indicate a victory for 
tho Government, who gain thirty-nine seats. 
Tho opposition lost sixteen seats and tlio 
labor party ten. The poll was llie heaviest 
ever known here. The meniliors of tho 
Ministry are all returned. It i.s rou;;lily 
estimated that the Govcrbment will have a 
majority of two to one. Of thirty-six labor 
candidates eleven were elected, of whom 
only five are workingmcn. Tho opponents 
of the ■ 'one-man-one-vote" principle largely 
increased their Btrength, the returns allow- 
ing the election of fifty supporters and forty- 
five opponents of the principle.

YATES' LETTER. 

The Quoen Abroad— Prince Alexander of fiat- 
tenlierg— ConcernlDK Other 
Bcraltlea. 

London, April 20. — The Queen's visit to' 
Darmstadt is to bo afcrictly private. Per- 
emptory orders have been issued prohibit- 
ing court functiona and military display. 
Tho Queen will visit Prince and Princess 
Louis of Battenberg at Sohloss Hollenburg, 
near Jngenhelm, and. the Count and 
Countess of Erbach, at Sohloss Schonberg, 
in tho same neighborhood. During the visit 
she will go to the mausoleum at Rosenhope, 
where the late Grand Sake and Princess- 
Alice was buried. 

The Queen's visit to Darmstadt will prob- 
ably lead to reconciliation between her und 
Prince Alexander of Batttnberg, who has 
been in deep cliagraco sinoo his iiiorgunatio 
murriago. Tho Prince has been placed in 
coinfortablo circumstances by an arrange- 
ment which ho bus concluded with the Bul- 
gai'iau GovcrnniRiit, under wliiob ho has a 
life peiiainn of £2,000 a year. Wlieu tho 
Prince left Bulgaria, in 1SS(5, it was agreed 
that he should receive I'lOU.OOO, und thut 
tho Government should purchase his estate, 
palace, furniture, plate and generalipara- 
phernalia. Out of the £100,000, he 'owed 
£70,000. 

With tho remainder ho has undertaken to 
provide for his youngest brother, Francis 
Joseph. Prince Alexander of Hosbq left his 
second son jClu.OOD, but £10,000 will only 
come to him on the death of his mother, 
the Princess of Battenberg. Prince Alex- 
ander has been ureing his claims oxt the 
Government at Belgrade for ilearly' five 
years. 

Emperor William intends to pay a strict- 
ly private visit to England at the end of 
July, coming in his yacht Holienzollern di- 
rect to Cowes and staying there for the 
regatta week. Tho Bmperor will probably 
arrive at Cowes on July 30. He will re- 
main at the Solent for a week, living cn 
board his yaeht. There will be no festivities 
or court functions of any kind. 

The Emperor will dine ut Osborne •with 
the Queen two or three times during his 
sfay, and ho will probably visit tho Duke 
of Conuaught at Portsmouth. There is no 
foundation for the report tliat ho will visit 
some of tho large cities of commerce. He 
will not even conio to London, but will pos- 
sibly proceed down the channel us far as 
Devonport, in order to visit the Duke of 
I'jdinburgli. 

Tho Kmperor's yacht Meteor has arrived 
at Gossport from Kiel, after a rough passage, 
and will be thoroughly overhauled and re- 
fitted during the next two weeks. It is 
said tint tho King of Saxony, Grand Duke 
of Baden, Duke of Saxe-Cobourg Gotha, and 
other German Sovereign Princes havo sent 
a joint protest to Emperor William against 
his recent policy, more particularly against 
tho Educational bill, and this practioaFy 
means there will bo an end to Prussian dicJ 
tation in tho federal council, whioli, in 
Prince Bismarck's days, voted precisely as 
ho wished. 

This revival of particularism in Germany 
will be another and very severe blow to the 
Emperor's fast waning prestige. The only 
German sovereign who has supported the 
Emperor lately is the King of Wurtemburg, 
who has private reaBom''for,'wiBhing to keep 
himself in high favor at Berlin, but his opin- 
ion carries no weight when' opposed by the r 
King of Saxony itad by the Grand Duke of 
Badeii and the Duke of Saxe-Cobourc; Gotha. 
Tbe last of these, persooages,. who is the 
Dean of the German Prince, nas not visited 
Berlin since Bismarck's retirement.

Groat Britain."

Ito believes in the enterprise 
and feels certain that it will be productive 
of the best results, both for the immigrants 
and for the province of British Columbia.

judgment on matters outside of politics is 
considered sound. Mr. Davitt, last sum- 
mer, took a tour through the Western 
States, and the West and Northwest of the 
Doniinion of Canada, for the purpose of 
finding a good place for those in the British 
Islands who desired to emigrate, to settle 
iu. He gives his impressions of Northwest 
Canada in the April number of tlio Nine- 
teenth Century. Those, impressions are 
favorable. He saw in that immense region 
great possibilities. He says : 

"I am persuaded, after a pretty extensive 
tour through those regions during last 
Autumn, that if anything like full and true 
information of the real cctent, fruilfuluoss 
of soil and unequalled advantages of this 
immense and interesting portion of the 
Empire were in possession of the public of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Northwest 
would' nut long remain so thinly popu- 
lated." 

He went to work in a practical way to find 
out what prospect the country held out to 
the intending settler who is industrious and 
■-self-reliant. He conversed with men wlio 
■cixm to the country without a dollar and 
iie found how they had prospered and nndcr 
what circumstances. The accounts he heard 
from the mouths of the settlors themselves 
convinced liini tlmt the man who brought to 
the Northwest " a pair of willing hands and 
some knowledge of land labor " was almost 
certain to succeed even " without a penny 
of capital to start with." He found, too, 
•who they were that failed in the Northwest 
i.and gave the country a bad name. He says: 

"When a small amount of money alone 
was the equipment, and tliere was neitiier 
industrial training nor labor inclination, ilie 
settler either went to the wall, left tiio 
country or joined the inonntcd police. All 
those who thus failed placed tlio Idauio, of 
course, upon the country and climate. 
As a ' countryman of mine said to 
nie in Calgary on this subject. 'We had a 
large nuniber of young Englishmen out 
here with some money but little brains, and 
less love for labor. They dressed tiieni- 
eelves on arrival in picturesijuc cowboy 
costume, rode about on Indian ponies 
during the day, and tried to teach us the 
Cockney way of pronouncing Manitoba, 
played curds and gambled until the small 
hours in the morning, lost their money and 
went to bed cursing the country. More 
remittances from home v/onld be demanded 
and in the end such 'colonists' returned to 
England with harrowing accounts of Mani- 
toba winters and mosquito summers, and a 
conclusion that the Northwest was only 
suitaljle for Indians and Halfbreeds, or they 
remained dead broke and volunteered to 
watch the cattle thieves and frontiers as 
mounted pelioo for fifty cents a day." 

It is a pity that. 80 many he'er-do-wells 

these are sent out to Canada. It is folly 
to expect that they will do better freed 
from the restraints of homo than they did 
while under their fathers' roofs. lJut it 
must not be thought that all gentlemen's 
sons mako useless settlers. Not a few of 
them go to work with. a. will, adapt them- 
selves U) the oircuhistancea of the new coun- 
try, and in time achieve independence. 

Mr. Davitt has a good word to say of 
British Columbia. " The climate," he says, 
"notwithstanding its latitude, is as mild in 
winter as that of the United Kingdom, but 
fitr more enjoyable in summer than ours." 
"The land in the delta of the Eraser River," 
ho says, " is the richest soil to be found 



possibly on any part of the North Ameri- 
can continent. It reminds one very much 
of the fat soil of Lombardy, along the river 
Po." But he laments that so much of this 
good land has been taken up by speculators. 
Ho evidently did not know that a change 
has beea.mado in the land policy of the 
Government of the provinco, and that every 
possibhi advantage will huicufter be given 
to the o.ctnal settlor. 

Er. Davitt was delighted with the 
pconery of British Columbia^ This is part 
of his description : 

" The countless giant peaks clothed in 
everlasting robes of snow, the glaciers, 
waterfalls, lakes, rivers, valleys and pine 
woods, which pass beroro the gaze of the 
bewildered traveller, from Banll', in Alberta, 
to Vancouver, would make half a dozen 
Svvitzerlauds, and leave enough of Alpine 
material and glacier wonders to supply 
every other country in Europe with as 
nuich of the marvellous and the sublime in 
nature, as would suffice for homo admira- 
tion." 

Mr. Dai ilt has a suhenio of lii.s own for 
the settlement of the Northwest, which we 
have no space left to comment upon. His 
paper is on exceedingly interesting one, and 
will, no doubt, do much towards making 
Western Canada better and more favorably 
known iu the British Islands. 



nODOE'AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

The Rev. Mr. Tuckwell, in the March 
number of tho Contemporary Review, shows 
how miserably the English agricultural 
laborer lives under tho present system 

where he is nothing more than a wage 
eaniL'f, and whei'e the jiittaivjc lie receives 
barely keeps starvation from his door. Tli 
llov. reviewer compares his position wit, 
that of the French peasant farmer, who 
owns the bit of land he tills, and has some 
encouragement to be careful and provident. 
1\ul only does tho French peasant save 
enough to buy a plot (>f land, but he con 
trives, by foresight and frugality, to iiiaki 
provision for his old ago. lint the work 
house or tho grave is all that the English 
farm laborer has to look to in his declining 
years. How many of them hope and pruy 
that tho latter may come first, it is pitiful 
to think. 

Jlr. Tuckwell does not think that tho 
higher condition, social and material, of the 
French peasant is owing to any natural 
superiority in the Frenchman. He believes 
that Hodge is as good a man as Jacques, 
any way you can take him, and that it he 
had as good a chance he would do quite as 
well. He says : — 

"Grant him an acre of land of his own, 
U.9 a park and mansion are the squire's own, 
so long as he pays tho rent, he will, nt once, 
begin to save upon it, as my Stockton allott- 
ment-holders find that they can save CIO to 
£11 a year; will increase his lake, build a 
cottatre on it through a building society; 
marry, by and by, a sensible, thrifty girl, 
who understands marketing, needlework, 
cooking, washing; who brings her savings to 
ndd to his, and by her management of bees, 
poultry, fruit, adds ten ur eleven shillings a 
week to the income. He will extend his 
acreage till he becomes a farmer and aban- 
dons Mage-work, or he will live in a home 
that ia comfortable and liiaown, with money 
accumuLitiug in the bank as a provision for 
old age and sickness. Ho will stand up 
alongsido the Frcnclinuui upon cijuul terms, 
instead of blasting like a mildewed ear, tho 
presentment of his wholesome brother." 

We on this side uf the Atlantic do not 
need to bo convinced of the capabilities of 
the l'3nglis!i farm laborer. Wo have seen 
him arriving in Canada with barely a sover- 
eign or two in his pocket, .settling on land 
which he soon made his own, bringing \\\> 
hia family respectably, becomiiig indepen- 
dent, buying farms for his sous and ending 
his days a man of property. This is not a 
solitary instance. Jlen who have risen in 
tliis woy from small beginnings are to be 
found in every province of the Dominion. 
It is really astonishing to see how Uodgo, 
when he has a farm of his own, developes 
into a man of business. He becomes ambi- 
tious, and his children start in life from a 
far higher plane socially than that from 
which ho began his career. These men have 
stuck to the land. They have not been 
afraid of hard work, and tho trough living of 
backwoods or prairie life bad no hardship or 
privation for them. They wore sober, too, 
as a rule. In America they soon discovered 
that beer is not a necessary of life, and that 
they worked better without it than they 
overdid with it. The stimulua of iiulepeiideiiee 
and prosperity was suliicient for them. 
The knowledge that they weregetting on, that 
what they had was their . own, and that, if 
they kept on, thoy would have something 
to leave their children when they died, kept 
them in heart. Their views often ex- 
panded with their circumstances, and they 
became, in course of time, now men. It is 
not only English farm laborers who have 
undergone this metamorphosis; the farm 
laborers of Scotland and Ireland have done 
cijually well, and they have all, as a rule, 
beaten the French settlers out of sight, al- 
though tho latter have been much longer in 
tho country, and have enjoyed what, at 
first sight, appear to be greater advantages. 

If, then, Hodge cannot get his "three 
acres and a cow" at home, let him not be 
afraid to cross the ocean. If ho ia steady 
and minds his p's and q's, he will soon own 
in Canada a much bigger piece of land than 
a three-acre plot and many more than one 
cow, and he will bo able to do much better 
for his children, if ho and they stick to the 
land, than he could ever hope to do in the 
Old Country. 

A HALFMEASVBE. 

Prince Edward Lsland is about to abolish 
its Legislative Council. That Council con- 
sisted of thirteen members, and it was elec- 
tive. The members of the House of Assem- 
bly aro elected by manhood aufl'rage, but 
the voters for the Legislative Councillors 
wore required to have a property qualifica- 
tion. Tho Islanders looked upon the Coun- 
cil us a conservative body that would pre- 
serve to them laws and institutions which 
the radicals, without this check, would bo 
likely to destroy. Tho principle of the 
Council has, we see, been embodied in tho 



new law which abolishes it. The now Leg- 
islative Assembly is to consist of thirty 
members, fifteen of whom are to be elected 
by manhood sufTrago, as at present, and 
fifteen by electors who must liavo a property 
qualification. These qualified electors can 
vote for the whole thirty members, 
hut the manhood suQrago electors 
cannot vote for fifteen of them. 
This gives tho property holders a 
doublo vot«, and greatly increases their in- 
llueuce in the electorate. We hardly think 
that this fancy franchise will be permanent. 
In these times, when the popular cry is 
"ono man, one vote," it can hardly bo ex- 
pected that a law which gives the property 
owner two votes to tho noii - property 
holder's one, will be allowed to last very 
long. The distinction which will, wo 
think, be found in practice to bo some- 
thing worse than.invidiouB, is uanecessary. 
In Oiltario and in this Province, whero 
there is only ono Legislative Chamber, tho 
members aro elected by a uniform franchise, 
and no evil cfl'oots have resulted, from giving 
all electors the same power at tho polls — or 
appear likely to result. Tho Island Liberals 
have been too timid. They profess to have 
great faith in the people, but, like Liberals 
elsewhere, when it comes to the tost, they 
are afraid to trust tlicni.

The sender 
had no idea what it waa, and asked for its 
discrimination. A teat wus carefully made, 
reaulting in the discovery of a very rare 
condiination, viz.: native gold amalgam

The assay value of the riaim; u'aa about 
S1S7,()01) per ton. Little ia known as to 
the extent of this (iuJ. As far as can be 
learned this ia the lirat discovery of such a 
nature ever made in Canada, and possibly 
the record assay. Similar fuida, however, 
have been made from time to time in 
Transylvania, California and Colorado. This 
metal bad recently been passed as of no 
value.

The House wont into Committeo, witli 
Mr. Martin in the chair, upon a bill, to pro- 
vide cortalDSUtna.of money .for.. the publio 
aervice, intrbdubei by the hon. Fmanoo 

nister. 

Tlie bill was reported to tho Houao, the 
report adopted, and the bill advanced 
through ita first and second readings. 
MB. spxAKm'a xmasa. 

Mb. Speaker ruled the CBnadian. Wes- 
tern and Canadian Northern Bailway Com- 
panyla.bill in order.f -It might have been as- 
sailable in the manner outlmed by the hon. 
aenior member for Vancouver City, had it 
been introduced by a private member, but, 
on the contrary, it had been brought down 
by message from the Lieut. -Governor. Tho 
bill did not enlarge the powers granted to 
the Canadian Western Railway Company 
by tho act of 1880. 

The ruling was debated at considerable 
length by the rremier and tho leader of tho 
Opposition. Hon. .Mr. Ddvio, Mr. Cotton 
and Dr. Milne. 

B. C. USIVEKSlTr. 

Mb. Eberts moved tho House into com 
mittee upon . the bill to amond the B. C. 
University Aot of ISOl. 

The House seemed of opinion that the 
Bubjeot was One which might well stand 
over for another session, and the resolution 
was lost upon the following division: 

Ayes — Messrs. Grant, Beaven, Smith, 
Bobson, Yernon, Hunter, Anderson, Eberts, 
and Fletcher— 0. 

Nays — Messrs. Semlin, MoEonzie, Sword 
. Kitchen, Punch, Cotton, Milne, Horne, 
IJrown, Forster, Keith, Stoddart, Booth 
and Rogers — 14. 

A ■\VIRE TO ALBERSr. 

Mr. Fli;tciieh moved That " whereas 
the rich and important District of Alherni 
is practically isolated from tho rest of tho 
. province; 

"And whereas a contract, to which tho 
Dominion Government is ii party, has been 
entered into for the extension of the Vic 
toria- Wellington telegraph line to Conio.K 
within easy distance of Alberni) 

" And whereas extensive milling and 
manufacturing interests are now being 
established in. the said district; 

"And whereas it is believed that the 
further extension of this line to the head of 
Alberni Canal, in the said district, could bo 
accomplished for the moderate sum of four 
teen hundred dollars; 

"And. whereas 'such further extension 
would be of immense benefit to said inter 
esta, as well as to the whole of the west 
coast of Vancouver Island; 

"Therefore, be it Resolved, That _ an 
humblo address be presented to tho Lieu 
tenant-Governor, praying that he may bo 
pleased to move the Doii.inion Government 
take such steps as may bo necessary 
to secure the speedy construction of the 
work referred to." 
■ Tho hon. gentleman in presenting his 
resolution, described tho varied and rich 
resources of his district, and outlined ita 
needs, thounh he would liave preferred, ho 
said, to have retained his otiaraoter as "tho 
silent member." 

Dr. ItliLNK seconded the resolution, which 
was supported by the remarks of several 
hon. "gentlemen. 

Mr. Grant particularly referred to tho 
advantage of tho proposcrl line in tlio cases 
of shipwrecks, which were frequently 
occurring on tho West Coast, and 

Hon. Mr. Roiison promised to embody 
this point in the letter covering the rcsolu 
tion iu;^ transmission to Ottawa. 

The resolution passed unanimously. 

NO INPOBMATIOK. 

Mr. Grant, informally, asked the 

premier if any communication or notifioatio.i 
had been received from the Dominion 
Government as to their intentions towards 
the Nelson and Fort Sheppard railway, in 
onswer to tho resolution of tho House, 
passed on Marcli .'ilsi. 

Hon. Mr. Koiwon replied that no word 
had been received, and 

The House rose for luncheon. 

Tiusincsg was resumed at 2:1)0 o'clock. 
Hon. Mil. IIoi;,son, rising to a (question of 
privilege, revi'jwcd tho circiinistancea con 
ncoted willi Mr. Speaker's ruling as to the 
construction of the Ksrjuimult water works 
bill, asked for by tho hon. leader of the Op 
position. At the time, on March 17, he (the 
Premier) took very strong ground against 
the ruling, which was referred back to Mr. 
- Speaker, who, on the 10th of this month, 
■ brought in a second and elaborate ruling, 
accompanied by un opinion of Hon. A. ]Si. 
Richards and numerous authorities. These 
seeming to show conclusively that tho 
stand taken by both the hon. leader 
of the Opposition anil liim.self was 
wrong one. Hon. Mr. Kobsou wished 
to place himself right and express to Mr 
Speaker his regret for having so warmly 
opposed a ruling which subsequent infornni- 
tion proved to have been well considered 
and well grounded. 

cuMPANlKs' act. 
The House wont into committee, with Mr 
Cotton chairman, upon the bill to amend 
the Companies' Act. 

The bill was reported complete with 
anionilincnts; tho report'' adopted and tho 
bill tiually read. 

LAND KKGISTUY HILL. 

The House again went into committeo 
Mr. Smith in the chair, upon the Land 
Registry bill, which was reported complete 
with amendments. 

U. C. N. AND T. L. S. 

The report on the Upper Columbian Navi 
gation and Tramway Co. Land Subsidy bill 
was adopted and the bill read a third time. 

■ ■ ' WATER RESERVATION BILL. 

The Water Reservation bill, No. 75, 
passed its final reading, 

0. W. AND C. N. RAILWAY, 

The House went into committee on the 
Canadian Western and Canadian Northern 
Railway bill, Mr. Horne in tlie chair. 

Tho committee rose at 5:10, reporting 
progress. 

At 5:40 o'clock the Sergeant-at-Arma 
shouldered the glittering niaco and the 
doors of the House were thrown open. A 
moment later the Sergoant-at-Arms ap- 
pearbdji. ushering to the bar Messrs. 
Jambs M;' and Robert Kennedy, publish- 
ers of the Westminster Columbian. These 
gentlemen had just . ' arrived by the 
steamer Louise, and had been escorted from 
tho dock to tho legislative hall direct by 
Supt. HusBcy, Sergeant Lungloy and olTiecr 
Hunter, of the Provincial police. 

As the mu ;li-K)oked-for publishers ap- 
peared, the members of the Opposition in- 
dulged in enthusiastic hand-clapping, whicl) 
WDS at once taken up by the crowded gal- 
leries, to whom iMr. Speaker directed bis 
immediate attention. 

Said he: "Gentlemen in the gallery will 



please remember that they cannot be al- 
lowed to express either approval or disap- 
proval ; in the Legislature auch a privilege 
is enjoyed only by the membera." 

The clerk of tho House then proceeded to 
read tho resolution passed on the I'ith of 
April, and Mr. Speaker continued: 

'My warrant has been returned, and the 
parties themselves are now present. I have 
to ask you, gentlemen (this to tho Messrs. 
Kennedy), why you disoboyed tho summons 
of this House on the i22d of March ?" 

Mu. J. M. Kennedy— "Is that the only 
question you have to aakt " 

Mii. Spbakeb— "The only one at 
present." 

Mr. J. M. Kknnedy — "I will then pro- 
coed to read a statement which I have hero 
written— it is tho only statement which wo 
intend to niuko here to-day." 

The statement reud was as follows : 

'•1. That previous to the 71h day of Anril 
A.I). 1S;)2, tho LcKislativo Assemblj- of tho l>io- 
vinco of Hritlsh «jolumbia did not possess tho 
power o( arrest with a view to odjudicato on a 
complaint of oontonipt committed out of door.^. 

" 2. That tho alleged oironco (If any) was com- 
mitted (If at nil) previous to the 7tli day of 
April, A.D. 1802, to wit, on tho 17th day of 
March A.U. 18U2, at tho city of New WeslnUn- 
Btor. 

" :i. That they liave not been guilty of any 
contempt against your honorablo llouso or 
nKidust any (Jominitteo thereof, or ii^ainat any 
honorable or any niombor thereof, touchinj; any 
of its privilcHort. 

" -1. That they did not attend at tho liar of 
your honorablo House on tho 2!Uhday of llarch 
last past as directea in the summons iirstly is- 
sued on tho 22iid day of March A.D. 1892, acting 
under tho advice of counsel, who advised that 
your honorablo body had no juriadiction to 
punish as for contempt forthojiublication of an 
ulicKed libol committed out of doors, 

" 5. That although sulQciont notico of tho 
granting of an injunction may be given by tele- 
gram, yot BorvicooC any process issnod by or 
with tho aanction of your honorablo Housi', 
directed to or against any party or imrtios 
whom it is houk'IiC to aflect, diaobedionco to 
which wo\dd bo followed by punish munt, as for 
contempt, must be personal, and the original of 
any such process must bo sliown by tho party 
scrvinir. 

•'0. That at tho time of the allesed service of 
tho summons issued after the passing of the 
'Legislative Assembly Privileges Act, IS'J2,' tho 
original aummODS or process was not in tho 
possession o( tlio party oll'ecllng such ser- 
vice, nor was it in the City of Now Westmin- 
ster where tho alleged sorvico was altompted 
to bo effected. 

"7. That tho said Act, viz,: 'Legislative 
Assembly Privileges Act, 1892,' does not give to 
your Honorable House, jurisdiction to ontor- 
tainnny application in the nature of process 
for contempt in respect of tho matter com- 
plained of horoin, inasmuch as tho alleged con- 
tempt was committed (if at all) before tho pas- 
sing of tho paid Act. 

"8. That tho said Act itself is u/(ra rires- so 
far as punishing for libel alleged to have boon 
published out of doors. 

"i). Tluit the said Act is not expressed to bo 
retrospective, yet, in tho proposed application 
of it against iMessrs. IConuody, it is construed 
BO aa to bo retrospective. 

" 10. Tliat should it bo attempted to punish as 
for non-attendnnce, or diaobedionco to any sum- 
mons, subpwnaor warrant. Mesdra. Kennedy 
contend that it must bo and is in respect Of 
a summons. subiKona or warrant issued in a 
matter which this Honorable House has no 
jurisdiction to enquire into. 

"11. That they ;)on(( lidc believed that no 
summons, subpo!na or warrant h id been 
issuocl, and tho alleged notico by telegraph oi 
an alleged summons was not genuine, as tho 
circumstances surrounding the proceediiiKs In 
this matter from its very inception will prove 
that their bilief wns not \inri'asonublo. 

'•12. That the editorial publisliLd in the 
Columbian of tho 21th :«arcli last jinsl , ex- 
plains the article published in tho said uow.s- 
napor on tho 17th day of JMaroh last past, 
(being the alleged libol constituting tlio cen- 
terapt heroin) and clearly domonscratns the 
fact that Jlessrs. Kennoay did not maKu any 
personal charges against any of your commit- 
tee, or any meinbora thoroot, or against any 
member of your Honorable House. 

*13. That Messrs. Kennedy bolieveJ at the 
tlino, and still do bolievo, tint tho publio iii- 
torests would have been hotter aorved by tho 
granting oi tho charter referred to in the said 
article, so that tho carrying ul passengers be- 
tween tlie tw,i cities aho\ild not bo it monunoly. 

•' 11. That ihoy believed, and alill do believe, 
that it was tbuL- duty as piiliMc iournnlists to 
criticize tlio action of the Committeo in re- 
porting again tho said Bill." 

Having passed up to tlie Chair copies of 
the statement and of the Coluinldan of 
March 21, the clerk proceeded to reud the 
article in that issue, headed "Amateur 
Czarism," the contents of which have al- 
ready been given in substance in the Col- 
onist. 

Mu. Si'KAiviiR, referring to the article, 
read — "is this intended as your explanation 
of the article of the 17th V 

Mk. Kknnedy — " Yes, sir." 

Mr. Si'icAicKR — "As an apology for that 
article ?" 

Mr. Kennedy — " As an explanation 

only." 

Hon. Mu. Davie stated that ho had a 
motion prepared touching the case, but did 
not know'vwhethcr it would bo advisable to 
introduce it '.rhi!" tho publishers were at 
the bar or not. He supposed that they 
should withdraw and await the pleasure of 
the House. 

Hon. Mb. Pooley quoted from May's 
Parliamentary Practice, page 115, touching 
the point, and 

^IR. Spkaeer decided that, following tho 
pruotice aa laid down iu May, the parlies at 
tho bar should be allowed to withdraw 
before the case was opened for discussion. 

The Messrs, Kennedy, with their escort, 
accordingly withdrew. 

Hon. Sla. Davie— I beg now to move 
that Messrs. James M. and Robert Ken- 
nedy, having been convicted of a contempt 
of tho House, be taken in charge by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and brought to the Bar 
of the House on Friday morning (to-morrow) 
at 1 1 o'clock. 

Si;id the Attoruey-Cciiural— "I cannot 
hc'p Ihinldng that that explanation — a re- 
marltable document — wo have just heard 
read, shows clearly that those defendants 
have, unfortunately for themselves, been 
vcy badly advised. In tho lirst place, in 
defying tho authority of the House they 
luLVO chosen to take tho point that the 
llouso is dciiling with them iu respect to 
matt'ir published prior to tho passege of tho 
Act dealing with tho rights and privileges 
of tho Legislature. To me this is purely 
immaterial. We may assume, for the pur 
poses of argument, that the point is properly 
taken. lint what has boon said and dune 
here to day is simply a reiteration and ex 
aggeration of the libellous action of tlie 17th 
of March. Here, today, on the '2 1st of 
April, tho defendants come and hand in to 
the House what is as bad u libel as that per- 
petrated on tho House on the 17th of March. 
Every publication of any libellous article is 
a fresh libol, and nothing could be a more 
Ibigraut contempt than for thcso parties to 
come to this House with such a document 
aa that handed Jlr. Speaker, tti day 
Already they have been guilty of contempt 
of this House, in not liaviug obeyed its 
summons. They say they did not attend 
because tho copy of the summons was 
transmitted by lelegrajih. Again I say 
they have been very badly advi.sed. Thoy 
have already loarneil from one judge of the 
.Supreme Court, that the advice they 
followed was far from sound. There are 
several judges in this city, and if they 
choose to go further, and again apply for 
haheu.-< car/'iis, they will only find his judg- 
ment conlirnicd. 

The hiui. gentleman prncccded to cite 
the parallel case of John Dill, which came 
up ill iMclbourne, Aiistr.ilia, in ISti'J, when 
the House acted as it liad in this pieaent 
case. Tlio ilelinquent initiated and was 
defeated on Jiahi tin corjuiH proceodiiigs in 
the Colonial Courts, and then, after 
taking action against tlio Sorgeant- 
at-Arms and tho Si)oakcr, carried tho 
matter before the Privy Council, by whonij

laturo was sustained. Ho (Hon. 
Mr. Diivir:) understood that tlio 

''Messrs. Kennedy wore anxious to muMo a 
further tost of the power of the legislatuio ; 
his motion would give them opportunity. 
They had tried one judge ; lot them try the 
other (iye, one ut a time, and then altogether 
if they cliooae. They had chosen to pose as 
martyrs for public rights and principle, and 
were making piteous appeals for popular 
sympatliy; if any sympathy should be given 
them, it was on account of the bad advice 
they were so unfortunate us to have received, 
which they had followed, and by which 
they would bo forced to abide. The 
Messrs. Kennedy might now go to the 
Supremo Court, which had ample jurisdic- 
tion, aud to whoso dccisiou the House was 
bound to bow. The House \ya8 
not proceeding under any retroactive 
atatuto ; the House was very pro- 
perly dealing with a contempt arising 
from the refusal of the Messrs. Kennedy to 
-obey its summons, and also deaHng with 

-theth.for coming to-day and reiterating their 
■ 'libelpreviously p\iblished in their news- 
paper. The matter was being dealt with 
bv the House exactly as it should be dealt 
With. The Messrs. Kennedy had simply 
chosen to set themaelvrrs against the House, 
and they sliouhl be aliown that the House 
could not he maligned, abused and treated 
with contempt— and with impunity. Ho 
was sorry to see any attempt made to muko 
this a party (luestion; it was not of such n 
chariiOter, but one touching the honor of the 
House, and it was in this light that it 

- should be considered and disposed of. 

The motion was duly seconded by Lho 
hon. Premier, and . , , , , , , 
' Hoif. Mb. Beaves said that ho would 
have thought experience might have taught 
the Attorney-General some little wisdom. 
He seemed, however, determiuwl to push 
this matter until he liad shown 
that as a constitutional lawyer lie was 
not a great success. Apart from this, tlie 
House should not assent to back up theGov- 
erniiieut iu one of the most high-handed 
meisures ever attempted in a free province, 
a measure having for its object the sup- 
pression of a free press and the death of 
free discussion. In every instance where 
an etfort liad been made in this province to 
honestly discuss and criticise their actions, 
the Government policy was to take advan- 
tage of all the little tochnioalities of libel 
laws to bulldoze and crush the press. Pre- 
sumably, the Attorney (ieneral was the 
author and aud adi-iser of thi.s course. Libel 
suits by mcndicrs of the Government against 
the newspapers that dared to criticise them 
had been unknown until the present Gov- 
ernment stepped into power. Why, when 
Mr. Speaker himself was editor of a decidedly 
free-spoken paper, lie had libelled him (ffon. 
Mr. Bcaven) more than any man iu the 
Provincial Legislature, and yet, no libel 
proceedings were instituted, or even thought 
of. An Independent press was a guarantee 
of freedom ; but he was not in favor, how- 
ever, of license for the press. He had read 
the article in question, and he had read 
hundreds of other articles about members of 
the Qovemment, of which no notice was 
-takea— and that very properly. He pro- 
posed to move an amendment to the resolu- 
tion of the Attorney-General. That gentle- 
man might bo d great constitutional lawyer; 
but hewasnof tho greatest in Canada. 
There was the Hon. Edward Blake, whose 
•opinion in regard to similar legislation in 
Quebec, to that defining tho rights and pri- 
vileges of the Legislature, he proceeded to 
" reiftd. The Quebec not had been pronounced 
itdtra vires of a Provincial Legislature, and 
such might very possibly be the decision if 

■ the B. C. act, was put to the test. The 
House should proceed no further in this 
matter; they should not take the action out- 
lined by the Attorney-General in his reso- 
lution, at least not until tlie constitutional- 
ity of the act of tho Legislature had been 
tested in the courts. In this 19th century 
such powers of the House, even if posseaaed, 
should not be exercised in an attempt to 
suppress the Fourth estate. If the only news- 
papers published were those subsidized and 
controlled by the Government, public in- 
terests would bo very poorly safe-guarded ; 
an indepeudent press was an indispensable 
adjunct oi freedom. Of course license was 
not an advantage ; it was a direct and 
great injury to tho paper itself. He moved 
an amenduient to Hon. Mr. Davie's resolu- 
tion to strike out all words following the 
introductory "that," and to insert, " tliis 
House proceed no further in this matter, 

-and that Messrs. .James M. and Robert 
Kennedy be now discharged from custody." 

Mk. Brown, speaking to the amendment, 
said that the leader of the Oiiposition hud 
gone over the ground he had clioson very 
thoroughly and fully, relieving him of much 
. ho would otherwiEO have felt bound to say. 
He (Mr. Brown) would speak more particu- 
larly of other aspects of the (juestion tlian 
those touched on by the last speaker. Ho 

■ denied that the House had the power that 
was here sought to be exercised ; he denied 

- that any libel had been published ; and lie 
denied that any contempt had been com- 

■ mitted. If tbo House had no power to 
make the order which was treat- 
ed with contempt, where was 
tho contempt. Certain members of 
the House insisted on calling the article 
publi.ihed in the Columbian of tho 17th of 
March, "a scandalous libel," and this be- 
fore any investigation bad been made. The 
House itself had already condemned the 
actions of tho Attorney-General and tho 
Committee which were referred to in the 
articlos about wliich so much fuss was 
being made— thougli perhaps not iu the 
same manner or as strongly as tho paper. 
Steps taken by tho Attorney-General and 
tho Committee had, however, been rejected 
by tlie House, and it was a 
criticism of these very things con- 
demned by tho House, that formed thcso 
very urticies for which the Messrs. Kennedy 
were taken to task. Their articles were 
simply a reiteration of the expressed opinion 
of the House. It was certuinly very bad 
taste on the part of the Attoniey CitiUeral 
to say that the Kennedys had been badly 
advised. The Attorney-General, too, said 
that tho article of March 21 was "as bad a 

. libel as tho other." How could this be 
"fairly said? He (Mr. Brown) did not see 
how a criticism of the public acts of certain 
public men, members of the House, could 
by any intelligent man be taken as an insult 
to the House. Tho publishers of the Col- 
umbian had distinctly stated that they 
never intended to make any imputation of 
personal wrong-doing, corruption orbribery. 
No attempt had been made to show that the 
•Columbian was not justified; no attempt 
had been made to prove that their articles 
meant more than honest criticism. There 
had been no argument in this direction; 
only blatant assertion. While appreciating 
tho Attorney-( Iciierara ability us a lawyer, 
he (Mr. Brown) c.uhi nut tiik-;- i.- gospel all 
he said, lu fact lie wiis never sure wlieii 
tho Attoriicy-( leneral gave an opinion to 
tho House whether it was an honest opin- 
ion, or one dexterously framed to mislead 
tho House. (Supposing for a moment that 
the legislation iu this matter he liilm rii-(fi, 
by its mere passage, the Atloriiey-deneral 
atlmittcd tliat thn House didn't pos.sess the 
power before. For an example: supposing 
that all duties were remo red, and there was 
free trndo iu tobacco and cigars. A Vic- 



toria gentleman goes orer tho Sound and 
brings back a box of good cigars. Ho 
pays no duty ; there is none to 
pay. Then tho Government passes a tariff 
law, placing a duty, and proceeds to arrest, 
for smuggling, all who have brought goods 
iu during tho free trade regime. Would 
this bo fair or right? The Attorney-General 
said that tho act created no crime; certainly 
not, it created nothing. In the case of 
Dill, inatuncod by tho Attorney-General, 
tho Legislature had power by express grant 
of tho Crown — power not possessed by this 
Legislature. Tho Attorney-General's action 
in this matter had from the first 
been sny thing but judicial, anything 
but tilm, anything but tho con- 
duct ta bo looked for in a person 
sitting in judgment upon other men. Tho 
truth was that tho Attorney-General by 
means of a. small majority of followers at 
the back of him and his colleagues, thought 
to intrench himself in a position that he or 
they could not hold for a single day if 
the voice of tho people could bo properly 
heard. This was the object in attempting 
to muzzle the press. In regard to the 
Columbian, it was a paper against which 
the premier had his special grudge. So had 
the attorney-general, whoso conduct had 
been severely criticised in its columns, and 
so had the second member for Yale. These 
three wore the leaders in the present mat- 
ter, so it would bo seen that personal feel- 
inc played an important part. It was said 
that tho press had to bo taught respect for 
tho House, Surely the . inuendoes aud 
libels of a certain pajper supposed to 
enjoy the confidence of the Government 
were inlinitely more objectionable to decent 
men than plain, Anglo-Saxon denunciation 
of wrong-doing wherever seen. The House 
was nothing more than a big Municipal 
Council; to say that it should have the 
newer the Attorney (Seneral wished to give 
it was absolutely ridiculous. What were 
the facts? The Kennedys hail yet to .«ei- 
the original summons, and because ihey 
would not obey a telegram, which might or 
might not have possessed any authority, 
they were arrested and dragged to jail like 
common felons. If this sort of thing was 
to be tolerated, no journalist could criticise 
any act of a majority of the House without 
the fear of being arrested like a thief, and 
dragged from homo to tho bar of the House. 
At the bar of tho English House such 
power would bo used calmly and intelli- 
gently ; hero it would bo used vindictively, 
for party purposes aud for purposes of little 
personal spite. 

Tho debate was adjourned until evening, 
the House rising at o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The Speaker took the chair at 8 o'clock. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said that ho had heard 
nothing to cause him to chknge hia opinion 
of the question now before the House, since 
the matter had been discussed on the three 
previous occasions. The Hon. Leader of 
the Opposition had referred to legal opinions 
expressed by Hon. Edward Blake and Sir 
John Macdonald, but it should bo remem- 
bered that these opinions had been given on 
statutes passed by a House ivhich had not 
tho authority of tlie British Columbia Legis- 
lative Assembly. When those unfortunate 
men had come to tho bur of the House 
during the afternoon, what had the Hon. 
Leader of the Opposition done? He had 
tapped his desk, and otherwise applauded 
the men who had defamed every member of 
the House. It was the greatest insult of 
all, that a man in the position of the leader 
of the Opposition should have gone out of 
his way to signify hia approval of tho act! 
of the Kennedy brothers in maligning him- 
self and his fellow members. It was 
despicable, and what should ho say of the 
conduct of the hon. member for New West- 
minster City? It was absolutely boneath 
contempt. No other term could possibly he 
used in characterizing his conduct which 
had been most abominable and unwarranted. 
And what did the applause of these two 
members and one or two others prove? It 
proved beyond a shadow ot doubt that 
chose two unfortunate men who had ap- 
peared before the House were mere oats- 
paws. They were working men. They 
had not written the libellous article. They 
were not capibleof writing it. They were 
simply brought forward to shelter the real 
writer of the article the man who had ap- 
jilauded their appearance so loudly and so 
disgracefully. As far as the legal 
aspect of the case was - concerned he fully 
agreed with the opinion of the Attornoy- 
Cieneral, to tho effect that the House had 
full power to deal with the contempt shown 
it. If the men so dealt with felt themselves 
aggrieved ui any way they had their redress 
by an application to the judges, who would 
soon set the matter right. The juilges could 
only interpret tho law as passed by tho Leg- 
iblature of the Province. The speaker did 
not think that there was much in tho argu- 
ment broitght forward l)yHon. Mr. Beaveu, 
but one thing he had referred to needed 
clearing up once and for all. The leader of 
the Opposition had stated that "the Gov 
ernment were attempting to interfere with 
men who were peacefully pursuing their or- 
dinary avocation." Now, no man need ever 
have any fear of molestation when pursuing 
his ordinary avocation, but when he went 
beyond that — when ho attempted to steal 
away the characters of honorable men, then 
it was time that a power higher than him- 
self should step iu and interfere. The arti- 
cle in the Columbiiiu of tlie 17th inst. was 
not directed, as some lion, members seemed 
to imagine, against the Government of the 
proviuoe, but against u committee of the 
House, composed of luembcrs of 
every party. It then became the 
duty of the Government acting 
as men with a sense of their responsibilities 
to uphold the dignity and honor of the 
lleuse. The Government itself had not 
been slandered. They wero not defending 
theiuselvca iti the matter. They were 
simply defending the hon. members of the 
whole House, no matter whether they wero 
friendly to the ( lovermuent or not. (Hear, 
hear.) The hon. member for New West- 
minster city had that day lowered himself 
in the estimation of everybody by liis con- 
temptible actions. They were told that 
the vote, auminoning tho Kennedy Brothers 
to the bar of the House, was a pnrty vote. 
It was iiothint; whatever of the kind. The 
vote stocnl 'Jl' to li, and the member for 
New WesliiiinKter Imil cast u slur on 22 of 
hia fellow mciuber.s v. hen he acted in such 
a disgraceful manner and applauded the 
actions of the men who had trieil to cast the 
gravest charges on the characters of his 
fellow members. It had been said that the 
Government wero attempting to giig the 
press. He didn't know how the press were 
being gagged in the matter before the 
House, If gagging tho press was stopping 
a newspaper from printing grave untruths af- 
fecting personal honesty, then ho would 
eny let tho press bo gagged. Ho would 
never atiemiit to interfere with the great 
work of the press, or its high duties, for its 
duties wero of tho very highest order. But 
if tho proprietor): of the Columbian had 
wished to censure the Private Bills Gonimit- 
teo they could have done it in a very differ- 
ent way. Any man of common sense or 
education could write an ftrtiol^' quite 'as 
strong and just OS much to the point, but 
couched in respectful, decent language. Tho 
duty of the Private Bills Committee was a 
very diflicult one, at best, to\ perform satis-

thieves," and still that honorable body had 
not felt Ihuiiiaclves entitled to take any 
notice of the accu.^ation. If what the 
Cnlumbian had stated was a liliel thou 
hundroda of paiiera throughout the Uomin- 
ion were guilly of Iibi.'l every day in the 
week. This referred not only to the leail- 
iug journals but minor ones as well, and 
aonio not so prominent. It would bu much 
more gracioua, now that the Kennedy's had 
been so humbled, to bo humane and lei 
them go. They had been dragged from 
their liomes some distance away, and surely 
that should bo enough. 

Ilox. 2iIk. Davih said that in 
supplementing what remarks on the 
subject be hud already made he didn't 
intend to follow the line of argument odercd 
by the last speaker. He supporlcil the 
remarks of Mr. I'oorley concerning the abso- 
lute unfairness of designating the matter 
before the House aa.a party question. The 
Government had no grievance specially on 
tho subject.

Kven if the Messrs. Kennedy 
ilid go a little too far, lack of discretion was 
their most serious offence ; tho House, too, 
wHH going too far in persecuting men who 
were Hiunding out OS he (Mr. Forstci ) al- 
ways ^vould for tho freedom of the press. 

Mr. Maktis, as chairman of tho Privulo 
Bills committee, explained that the attor- 
ney-general appeared before the committee 
in his odiciul capacity lo say that it was 
not in the i)ul)lic iiilercat to have 
IV parallel tram lino to the one 
miller discussion constructed. As to the 
Kennedys, he felt no vindictiveuesH toward 
them. All wufu liable to make mistakes, 
and if the Ivcnneily BioiIku's h.-.d ai;kno\v- 
lediicd their error, he would have been the 
lir.st; lo move that their apidogy be iicci-pl ud. 
As matlers stood, he felt b jund to tupport 
the motion of the Attorney-General. 

Dit. M ii.Ni-; also promised tcj bn|)pnrt the 
resolution. If mcinburs of tho committee 
were to be libelled us they hiul been in the 
C'ohiinbian, he proposed lo resign his seat. 
'I'he conduct of the Iveimedys in writing 
the article just to give offence, 
and tho snb.-;e(|Uent publication.-), showed 
a studied contempt of tho Hmiae, 
which could not bo allowed to piisa 
unaltended to. 'The actions of tho Messrs. 
Kennedy, and their statement read to the 
House were fresh insults, of which the 
Houso was in duty bound , to - tuko cogni- 
zance. The hon.' gentleman proceeded to 
explain in detail tlie tmnsactiona of the 
Private Bills committee, which were referred 
to in tho olijeotioniiblo articles, and to com- 
ment upon tho published "libels, "paragraph 
by paragraph. As to the power of tho House 
to deal with the cose of the 
publishers of the Columbian ho 
read from Bourinot, and other authorities. 
He insisted that tho Messrs, Kennedy be 



compelled to apologize at the bar, and an- 
nounced his intention of voting for the 
motion, which he considered very lenient 
indeed — named evidently with tho express 
purposeof giving tho enlprila another chance. 

^lr. CoTTOK defended tho cause of tho 
Messrs. ICennedy, and reviewed the "evid- 
onco" upon which the Ifouso was called upon 
to conduct tho trial. He argued for a freo 
press, not because ho was u member of tho 
profession himself, but> booauso tho time 
mig!:it soon como when tho House 
»nd the country v.'culd feel tho need of 
newspapers which oondeinn the wrong and 
stand up for tho right. The .tendency 
evcryirhero was for a groat portion of tho 
press to booomo subservient to tho powers 
that bo. 

Col, Bakkh accused thn member for Now 
Westminster City V.'.ith havi;,^- |in iatoresi 
in a private bill before the House ; also 
with having an interest in a nowapuper in 
that city, and with stirring up an agitation 
among tho people of tho Province wlien ho 
found that he could not advance his own 
interests in tlia Legislature, fttl represented 
by this Private bill. .Ail this was 
to gratify his own vouity. After 
tho representation of the oharacter 
of tho people ot New Westminster City 
which had been given by the (Attorney- 
General. There was some (jnsolaiion in 
looking forward to tl>e timo wnen the popu- 
lation would burn the ton. ^'entlcman now 
rcpresenling them in eiiiijy. (Laughter). 

iMu. Buow.v found ic dilllcult lo confine 
himself lo parliamentary language and at 
the same time to give a proper denial to tho 
statements of tho mcnibcr for liootcnivy. 

Vol.. I;ai;i;u — Have you any interest 
directly 01' indirectly iu the Columbian 
newspi\i!;'r ? 

.Mi;. Brown — I havo not one cent of in- 
tef'st direutly or indirectly in the Colum- 
bian neurhpaper. 

Mu. ivK'TH endorsed the amendment and 
defended a free press for a free people. He 
di'l not think tho jneuiborij of the Private 
Bills C<5tomiUe6 ihiald 'remain *n tlio House 
while tho House sab in judgment upon the 
Kennedy brothers. 

CoL, Baker accepted tho denial of tho 
hon. member for Wcstminater city, of tho 
acct!«ations n\ade by him (Col. Baker) in 
the ful' belief of their truih. He accepted 
the denial, and frankly apologized. 

Mu. BuuwN accepted the ajiology with 
pleasure that he would not be compuUed lo 
change his good opinion of ihe gallant 
Colonel. 

Mr. Gi'.ANT referred to the impreaaion 
created abroad, in regard lo the Legislaluro 
of British Columbia, liy the publication of 
Blluu ariiciea moao appearina ui mZ (.'.'!' 
uinbian, and I'egretted that tho Mesara. 
Keaneriy had not oomo to tho Houso when 
P.Vst summoned. Tho man who stole 
character, a hard-thing to recover, shcmld, 
at least, ap(ilogizo or bo punished. While 
he thought tho Messrs. Kennedy had tra- 
duced "the members of the House, and 
ahoald bo punished, ho counseled leniency. 

Hon. Mb. Robson referred to the extra- 
ordinary position in this matter occupied by 
the hon. member for Nanaiino city. When 
tho House was considering tho first step 
touard tjrinu'in^ the cu'iirita to the bar this 
same hon. member called upon the H )use 
10 staiid as one man, .sinking pirty fo«linc3 
altogether, in mainta.ning the honor of tho 
House. He (Hon. Mr. Robson) could not 
understand how this hon. gentleman had 
turneil tail upon his own p.iaitioo, abandon- 
ing those who had followed his lead in deal- 
ing with the tradiicers of the House. The 
hon. Premier crmlradicted emphatically the 
false stalement that the proceedings against 
the publibhers were initiated on account of 
personal tpilo on the Government aide of the 
House, and denied that any attempt was 
being made to interfere with the liberty of 
tho press — it was license not liberty that 
waa being deidt with. The House owed it 
to itself to vindicate its honor: there was 
no dispijsilion to persecute tho Messrs. 
Kennedy, Inil the House could not now do 
anyihiiig else but compel the publiahers of 
the gro.ssly libellous arlieles complained of 
to apolu:^i/e.' 

Mr. Sword did not think /anyone could 
interpret the articles in ipiestion as insinu- 
ating any diahoneaty among tho members of 
tho Private Bills Coinmitteu. 

Mr. liooTH said tho question, whatever it 
originally had been, was now, is this House 
to bo sot at defiance with impunity by any 
newspaper that may choose to libel if; 
There was no oourso open but to proeeeil 
with the resolution ; all that was wauted 
from the Messrs. Kennedy was an apology 
Auch as any honorable man would make to 
another oi! finding himself in the wrong. 

Mr. .S.mitii would support any measure 
having for ils purpose tho vindication of tho 
honor of the tlou.^e. 

Mr. Kitciikn said liial the Premier took 
very good care nol U< faumiiioii to the Ilonsc 
llu; lei'pouhible editor of the Columbian, 
whili' brin^^iiig down the responsible heads 
of the jiaper, who happened to work in the 
mechanical department.
